Frost Free Periods in Alberta 


At this season of the year, when the 
first frosts are putting the autumn 
tints on the trees, it might be interest- 
ing to know somethingg about the 
frost free periods in Alberta. The 
following figures are taken from 
Statistics prepared by the Publicity 
and Statistical branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agricultuure, compiled from 
the meterological Recoyds covering 1 
number of years. 

Commencing at Medicine Hat in the 
south, we find that over a period of 
37 years, Medicine Hat has had an 
average of 119 days frost free, with 
146 days in 1914 as the longest period 
and 98 days in 1917 as_ the shortest. 

At Calgary, over a 38 year period, 
the average has been 81 days frost 
free, with 129 days in 1913 as the 
longest period and 88 days in 1912 as 
ile shortest, 

At Edmonton over a period of 89 
years, the average has been 90 days, 
with 118 days in 1906 as the longest 


period, and 52 days in 1918 as the 
shortest. 
At Ranfurly over 16 years the 


average has been 83, with 118 days 
in 1919 as the longest period, and 38 
days in 1917 as the shortest. 

At Peace River over 17 years, the 
average has been 77 days, with 120 
di ys in 1919 as the longest period, an? 
14 days in 1914 as the shortest. 

At Fort Vermillion, under the Arct’c 
Circle, over a 17 year period, the 
average has been 55 days, with 91 day 
in 1906 as the longest, and 15 days ‘n 
if17 as the shortest period.

As the climatic conditions vary, so 
too, does the use of summerfallow. 
Particularly in the southern part of 
the province moisture is the limiting 
factor in crop production, therefore, 
moisture conservation must of neces- 


sity be given primary consideration 
in all summerfallow treatments. It is 
also important that the maximum 


amount of moisture be retained and 
thorough weed control be carried out, 
and yet minimize the danger of soil 
drifting to the greatest possible de- 
gree. Disregarding any of these in 
summerfallow treatment will bring 
disastrous results. 

The Claresholm School of Agricul- 
ture, in addition to its other experi- 
mental work, has ‘undertaken, this 
year, to carry on a comparison of 4 
number of suggested summerfallow 
methods and substitutes that may 
prove of value to the farmers of this 
district. These may be added to 
discarded as the results indicate.

CAN The LUSITANIA BE RAISED? 

America has hopes of raising the 
Lusitania. A salvage company is 
starting from Philadelphia | for the 
Irish coast with one of the large wood- 
en vessels that were built during the 
war, and it is the intention, either be- 
fore or after it has raised the great 
liner that was torpedoed seven years 
ago, to attempt to salve a number of 
other vessels that have since been 
sunk. It is not expected, says the mes- 
sage that brings the news of this pro- 


culty in raising the Lusitania, as her 
exact position is known. 

Naval and salvage authorities in 
however, regard this fore 
cast as too sanguine. In their view 
it is almost an impracticable project 
and commercially quite unsound. It 
is pointed out that there are in the 
United Kingdom a number of salvage 
companies well equipped with the best 
modern appliances for raising sunken 
vessels, and that if there had been 
anything commercially profitable in 
raising those which are still at the 
hottom of the sea attempts would have 
been made long ago.

Among Sweden's best customers are 
France ,and Spain, which import 
enormous quantities of fish from her, 
and pay for it largely by the sale of 
their wines. Norway is in much the 
same position, and when Norway 
banned Spanish and French wines and 
brandies these countries threatened to 
retaliate by shutting out Norwegian 
fish. A similar course would have 
greatly embarrassed Sweden, as_ it 
promises to embarrass Norway and 
in the latter country may lead to some 
modification of the prohibition law in 


behalf of the economic interests of the 


country. 

What Sweden voters were asked to 
choose between was not the open bar 
and absolute prohibition, but between 
the Gothenburg system—named after 
the Swedish city that recently voted 
51,487 wet and 19,600 dry—and_ pro- 
hibition. In the past the Gothenburg | 
system was regarded as a great temp- 
erance measure. It was adopted in 
1868 at a time when the drinking of 
spirits was more nearly universal in 
Norway and Sweden than in any other 
countries in the world. It removed 
the sale of liquor from the ordinary 
vendors and placed it in the hands of 
private persons of known _ probity, 
whose profits were limited to five per 
cent., the surplus going to the muni- 
cipality. So successful did this sys- 
tem appear to be that gradually it was 
adopted by most Swedish municipali- 
ties and by many towns in other coun- 
tries. The next reform was the issue 
of ration cards, which reform was ad- 
opted on the suggestion of Dr. Ivan 
Sratt, and that is the system which 
now exists in Sweden. Every citizen 
over the age of twenty-one can havea 
card, and this card will entitle him to 
four litres of spirits a month, an 
amount somewhat less than five gal- 
lons. The card may be cancelled if 
a holder is convicted of drunkenness. 
It is estimated that every sixth per- 
son in Sweden has a card, which prob- 
ably means that many people who do 
not drink themselves oblige friends 
by turning over their rations to them. 
The prohibitionists attacked the ra- 
tion card system not on the ground 
that it created drunkards but t it 
was producing a nation of moderate 
drinkers. They put up a strong cam- 
paign, but evidently the stigma of 
being a moderate drinker in Sweden 
is not so disgracing as in many other 
plac At any rate the moderate 
lrinkers have won the day.

QUESTIONS 


(By Canadian Forestry Association.) | 


Q.—My Laurel Willow Hedge has 
been planted three years but af does | 
not appear to be hardy and ffeezes 
down every winter. We water it well 
every summer and it grows as much 
as four feet in the season but always 
freezes down. Other people seem to 
get their's What is wrong? 
Have I the wrong species or what? 

A.—This looks like a case of over 
irrigation, Water should not be ap- 
plied to trees on the Prairie after the 
middle of July, unless in a very dry 
season. Examine the ends of the 
branches and if they are not getting 
firm and woody, trim off a few inches. 
This will stop their growth and en- 
able them to harden up before frost 
comes. The Laurel Willow is quite 
hardy if it gets a fair chance. 

Q.—One of the plants in my Laurel 
hedge is all withered up and looks to 
be dead. It was just as green and 
glossy as the others till three weeks 
ago. What can I do about it? 

A.—We presume you mean Laurel 
Willow hedge since you write from 
Calgary. Your plant is dying from a

They require to have 
faith in some imposing professor o1 
savant who can inspire them with be- 
lief in their own powers and sincerity. 


Coue’s Creed 

The keynote to the system of treat- 
ment of mental and physical ills de- 
vised and elaborated by Emile Coue, 
of Nancy, France, can be described in 
a single paragraph: 

The individual is possessed of two 
mihds, called the conscious and the 
unconscious. The latter is referred 
to by some psychologists as the sub 
conscious mind, and is literally the 
humble and obedient servant of the 
conscious mind. The unconscious 
mind is the director and overseer of 
sur internal economy. By means of 
its activities the processes of digestion 
and assimilation of food are carried 
on, repairs are made, wastes are 
eliminated, our vital organs function 
and life itself persists. When the 
thought arises in the conscious mind 
that extra efforts toward the repair 
of some deficiency, either physical or 
mental, are needed, all the individual 
has to do, in the opinion of M. Coue, 
is audibly to enunciate the thought in 
the form of a direct suggestion to the 
unconscious mind, and that humble, 
obedient servant immediately, and 
without questioning the dictates of its 
conscious master, proceeds to obey 
instructions. 

Getting Better Day by Day 

The single thing that contribut- 
ed largely to the recent r 1 spread 
of knowledge concerning M. Coue’s 
method of practice at Nancy is his 
insistence upon the benefits to be 
derived from the frequent repetition 
of this formula: “Day by day, ip 
every way, I’m getting better and 
better.” No great stress is laid upon 
the religious significance of his alleg- 
ed cures; yet “religious minds who 
wish to associate the formula with 
God's care and protection might do so 
after this fashion: ‘Day by day, in 
every way, by the help of God, I’m 
getting better and better.’” The sec- 
ret of success in the treatment is to 
so beget confidence in the conscious 
mind that what it repeats is accepted 
at its face value by the unconscious 
mind, or as an_ investigator, Mr. 
Brooks, puts it: 

“Every idea which enters the con- 
scious mind, if it is accepted by the 
unconscious, is transformed by it into 
» reality and forms henceforth a per- 
manent element in our life.” 

“Auto-suggestion,” says Mr. Brooks 
“is not a pseudo-religion like Christian 
Science or ‘New Thought.’ It is a 
scientific method based on the dis 
coveries of psychology. The tradi 
tional psychology was regarded by the 
layman, not without some cause, as a 
dull and seemingly useless classifica- 
tion of our conscious faculties. But 
within the past twenty-five years the 
science has undergone a great change.” 


Coue’s Speech 
In treating patients, Coue proceeds 
to the formulation of specific sugges- 
tions. The patients close their eyes 
and he speaks in a low, monotonous 
Here is an example:

You will then eat with 
excellent appetite, enjoying your food, 
but you you will never eat too much, 
You will eat the right amount, neither 
too much nor too little, and you will 
know intuitively when you have had 
sufficient. You will masticate your 
food thoroughly, transforming it into 
i stuiooth paste before swallowing it. 
In these conditions you will digest it 
well, and so feel no discomfort of any 
kind cither in the stomach or in the 
intestines. Assimilation will be per- 
fectly performed, and your organisin 
will make the best possible use of the 
food to create blood, muscle, strength, 
energy, in a word—Life.”

of about thirty publications, and a 
millionaire. He made an experiment 
in putting out one issue of the New 
York World, on his own lines. The 
issue was “tabloid” in size, each news 
item was presented in clear cut syn- 
opsis, and a glance sufficed to get the 
gist of the news. That is the prin- 
ciple on which the London Mail has 
been published. The novelty made a 
big impression on New York, yet was 
hardly worth permanence. He tried 
in New York one of his circulation 
schemes. -He offered a large cash 
prizé to the person whose letter he 
first picked up, in a room containing 
thousands of them. The number of 
letters received, with subscriptions ac- 
companying, was astonishingly large, 
and the venture almost paid for itself 
out of hand. Northcliffe in later years 
made many visits to the United States 
but was mainly bent then on seeing 
and learning, and in expressing his 
views. 
The Shell Scandal 

In a career such as his, full of big 
events, the high spots would nec 
sarily be outstanding. One of 


his 
biggest coups was the high explosive 


shell scandal. Northcliffe had been 
mainly instrumental in getting Kitch- 
ener into the War Office in 1914, but 
in 1915 saw the popular idol falling 
down, From the front, through his 
many correspondents, Northcliffe 
learned of the intense need of high 
explosive shells. Kitchener was deep 
in army-raising and equipping, and 
taking no adequate steps to cover this 
great need. The series of Northcliffe 
publications let out a great howl. It 
forced a Government crisis, Kitchener 
was virtua@jy superseded by a Cabinet 
Council, and Lloyd George became 
Minister of Munitions to devote every 
ounce of his energy to organizing Eng- 
land as an arsenal for the manufacture 
of artillery and shells. The Germans 
had to be blasted out of their trenches 
in Flanders and France, and Britain 
had to supply the munitions. When 
Northcliffe attacked Kitchener, the 
idol of the people, the country was 
aghast. Members of the exchanges 
and others tore up the Times and Mail 
Northcliffe was swamped with bitter 
denunciations, yet everyone now ac 
knowledges that he did the country an 
immense service in forcing the issue. 
Jealous Attacks Frequent 

Listen to A. G. Gardiner, editor of 

the London News, at the outbreak of 
the war: “What is the Government 
going to do with Lord Northcliffe? 
For this thing is clear, that frenzied 
office-boy must be suppressed or no 
Government can live. It will have 
jsurrenderd its authority to the mob 
| that Lord Northcliffe hounds on in the 
columns of ‘The Times,’ the ‘Daily 
Mail’ and the ‘Evening News’ and it 
will die by the mob. We have to 
choose between responsible Govern- 
ment and a press dictatorship. 

. . Let us see what this power means 
in the hands of an unscrupulous ad- 
venturer like Lord Northcliffe. And 
in the first place let us remember who 
Lord Northcliffe is. He came to for- 
tune by exploiting the shallowest form 
of journalism, represented 

‘Answers,’ ‘Comic Cuts’ and a multi- 
tude of similar sheets. His whole 
career has been a record of vulgar
